From the present outlook instead of 
gaining votes in the electoral college 
Bryan will lose a number of states 
that he carried in 1896. 
The chances 
are that he will lose his own state by 
at least 20,000, California will go re­ 
publican as will the Dakotas and 
about every other western state. 
Even 
Missouri, Kentucky and Maryland are 
considered very doubtful states, es­ 
pecially the two latter. 
No conser­ 
vative forecaster places any single 
state north of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi river to Bryan’s credit. 
It seems now a foregone conclusion 
that Bryan’s vote in the electoral col­ 
lege will be less than it was in 
1896. 
I n a few eastern states the big republi­ 
can majorities which have been run­ 
ning into the hundreds of thousands 
will be slightly reduced but this 
can 
be true and the states all remain safe­ 
ly in the republican column. 
The best

conservative democrats 
hope to do is to increase B ry an ’s 
popular vote in proportion to the in­ 
crease of population.

Gates, Schwab and Other Directors 


Disclaim Knowledge of Affairs. 


New York, Oct. 27.—After the ad­ 
mission of 
testimony 
by John 
W. 
Gates, former Judge Morgan J. O’Bri­ 
en, Charles M. Schwab, John H. Flag­ 
ler and William F. Havemeyer, to the 
effect that as directors of the National 
Bank of North America they had nev­ 
er authorized the honoring of over­ 
drafts by Charles W. Morse, the vice 
president of the bank, and had never 
known of the existence of such a prac­ 
tice, the prosecution rested its case in 
the United States court here against 
the former banker and promoter and 
his fellow-defendant, A. H. Curtis, who 
are being tried for alleged violation 
of the national banking laws. 
The day’s session furnished a num ­ 
ber of sensations, not the least of 
which being the declaration by W. W. 
Lee, a former vice president of the 
bank, that on the day of the institu­ 
tion’s collapse, Curtis, the president, 
had said to him: 
"I have just told 
Morse that he has ‘busted the bank.’ ” 
Mr. Lee was questioned at length con­ 
cerning the happenings behind closed 
doors of the bank during the evening 
hours of Oct. 16, 1907, the day of the 
collapse. 
After the accounts of the 
day s transactions had been closed, it 
was discovered, Mr. Let- testified, that 
Mr. Morse had overdrawn his account 
$211,000. 
In Order to make good this 
deficiency Morse had turned into the 
bank a quantity of securities, for the 
most part stocks and bonds not listed 
on the stock exchange, and of doubt­ 
ful value, as collateral for a loan of 
$211,000. 
The loan the directors re­ 
pudiated on the following day, the col­ 
lateral put up by Morse being found 
unsatisfactory. 
Testimony intended to showr that 
dominating influence exercised over 
the National Bank of North America 
by Morse was given by W. A. Nash, 
president of the Corn Exchange bank 
and a member of the clearing house 
committee. 
Mr. Nash, it appeared, in­ 
formed Curtis of the intention of the 
clearing house committee to examine 
the Bank of North America. 
"I took Mr. Curtis aside," testified 
Mr. Nash, ‘‘and asked him if the bank 
was all right. 
He waved his hand 
toward Morse and replied, ‘If he is all 
right, the bank is all right.’ ”

Standard Oil Magnate Makes Reply to 


Hearst. 
New York, Oct. 27.—John D. Arch­ 
bold of the Standard Oil company has 
made the following statem ent regard­ 
ing the letters read by William R. 
Hearst at the Carnegie hall meeting 
Saturday night: 
"I am very sure that 
until Hearst read the letters neither 
Judge Morrison nor Judge Henderson 
had any knowledge of my having writ- 
ten Governor Stone in their behalf. 
Judge Henderson was not appointed 
by Governor Stone to the supreme 
court, but was three years later ap­ 
pointed by Governor Pennypacker to a 
superior court judgeship. If, however, 
any f< eble word of mine could have 
influenced in the slightest degree the 
selection of these gentlmen for their 
respective positions I would be very 
proud of it 
Their state has had no 
better servants than they. and I cer­ 
tainly have never asked of them any: 
favor of any kind, either for myself or 
for the company with which I am con­ 
nected. 
“ My letters to General Elkin refer­ 
ring to accompanying drafts related 
entirely to contributions to the Repub­ 
lican state committ< e, then engaged in

The county ballot—Printed on white paper. 
The township ballot—Printed on yellow paper, containing the township 
candidates. 
If you want to vote a straight Republican ticket, m ake a cross within the 
circle containing the eagle at the head of the second column of the ballot. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO VOTERS: 


First. 
You must get your ballot and the blue pencil from the Polling 
Clerks In the election room. 
Second. 
If you desire to vote a straight Republican ticket, then make a 
cross, thus, X, within the large circle containing the eagle. 
If you do not 
desire to vote a straight ticket, you m ust not make a cross in the large circle 
containing the eagle, but must make a cross, thus, X, on the small square 
to the left of the name of each candidate for whom you desire to vote, on what­ 
ever list of candidates it may be. If the large circle at the head of the ticket 
la marked with a cross or otherwise and the ballot Is marked with a cross or 
otherwise at any other place, it will he void and cannot he counted, unless 
there be no candidate for some office In the list printed under such marked 
device, in which case you may indicate your choice for such office by making 
a cross, th*s, X, on the square to the left of the name of any candidate for 
auch office on any other list. The cross must be placed within or on the circle 
• r square, or the ballot will he void and can not he counted. 
Third. Do not mutilate your ballots, nor mark them, either by scratching 
off a name or writing one upon them, nor in any other way put a mark upon 
them, except by placing one in the circle or on the squares, as above de­ 
scribed. 
Otherwise the ballot will not he counted. 
You m ust not put any 
mark of any kind upon your ballot except In the manner above described. 
Fourth. 
After you have m arked your ballots, and before you leave the 
election booth, fold them up separately so that the face of each one can not 
be seen, and so the initial letters of the names of the Polling (Jerks on th e 
back thereof can be seen. 
Then hand your ballots to the Inspector, the pen­ 
cil to the Polling Clerks, and immediately leave the election room. 
Fifth." If you are physically unable to mark your ballots, or can not read 
English, so inform the Polling Clerks, and make an affidavit to that effect. 
They will then go with you into the election booth, and you can then tell them 
how you desire to vote, and they will mark your ballot for you. 
Neither you 
nor the Polling Clerks must permit any other person to hear or see how your 
ballot is marked. 
It is a penal offense to declare you can not read English 
or can not mark your ballot, if, in fact, you can. 
[In no case can the ballots he marked by the Polling Clerks if the voter 
can read the English language and Is physically able to m ark his ballot. 
Nor 
can they mark it until the voter has made the proper affidavit.] 
Sixth. 
If you should accidentally, or by m istak e, deface, mutilate or spoil 
one of our ballots, return it to the Poll Clerks aDd get another one of the .same 
kind. 
Seventh. You must not accept a ballot from any person outside of the elec­ 
tion room. 
Any ballot outside is fraudulent; and it is a penitentiary offense 
to have it In your possession, whether you attempt to vote it or not. 
Eighth, / o u must not attempt to hold any conversation In the election 
room except with members of the Election Board and the Polling Clerks. 
Ninth. Use only the blue pencil handed you by the Polling Clerks in m ark­ 
ing your ballots. 
If you mark with any other pencil, your ballot so marked 
will be void, and will not be counted. 
Tenth. 
You must not put any mark of any kind on your ballot, except as 
above described. 
VOTING M ACHINES. 
If you are not able to vote by machine on account of disability or inability to 
read English, and make affidavit to that effect, you will be instructed by tho 
Polling Clerks, as in the case of voting by ballot, lf you request it you will be 
Instructed by the Polling Clerks as to the manner of voting by machine. 
You 
cannot remain in the voting machine booth more than one minute; no person 
can be in or near the machine when a voter is voting unless it is the Polling 
Clerks while instructing and assisting the voter. 


T H E N E W LA W AS TO B U Y IN G AND S E L L IN G VOTES. 
(Approved March 6, 1905. 
Acts 1905, p. 481.) 


Penalty for Buying Votes. 
1. That whoever, directly or indirectly, hires, buys or offers to hire or buy, 
or furnish any money or other means to be used, or directs or permits his 
money or other means to be used, or handles any rnom-y or other means, know­ 
ing the same to be used to induce, hire or buy any person to vote or refrain 
from voting any ticket or for any candidate for any office, to bo voted for at 
any election held in this State; or whoever attempts to induce any person lo 
vote or to refrain from voting for any candidate for any office to be voted for 
at any election held pursuant to law or at any primary held in this State, by 
offering such person any reward or favor, shall be fined in any sum not more 
than fifty dollars and disfranchised and rendered incapable of holding any 
office of trust or profit for a period of U n years from the date of such convic­ 
tion. 
Penalty for Selling or Offering to Sell Votes. 
2. 
Whoever sells, barters, or offers to sell or barter his vote or offers to 
refrain from voting for any candidate for any office to be voted for at any elec­ 
tion held in this State, either for any money or property or thing of value or 
for any promise or favor or hope of reward, given or offered by any candidate 
to be voted for at any election held in this state or by anv other person or 
persons, shall be fined In any sum not more than fifty dollars and disfranchised 
and rendered incapable of holding any office of trust or profit for a period of 
ten years from the date of such conviction. 


Witnesses. 
3. Any person called as a witness to testify against another for the viola­ 
tion of any of the provisions of sections one or two of this act, is a competent 
witness to prove the offense, although he may have been concerned as a party, 
and he shall be compelled to testify as other witnesses, but such evidence shall 
not be used against him in any prosecution for such or any other offence grow­ 
ing out of matters about which he testifies, and he shall not be liable to trial 
by indictment or information or punished for such offense.

Mr. Sankey’s association with the late 
Dwight L Moody resulted in one of the 
most powerful evangelistic movements 
lf modern times. These two men, seem­ 
ingly Inspired, traveled over the world 
preaching the gospel of C h rist; the ser­ 
mons of the one and the songs of the 
ether were remarkable influences for 
good wherever they were heard. Moody 
and Sankey became household words: 
and though the preacher has been dead 
these many years and the singer has 
been blind for at least five, their In­ 
fluence 
has 
nevei 
departed. 
Mr. 
flan key’s flu est hymn, 
the 
beautiful 
•Ninety and Nine,” has horn# to b# re­ 


garded as almost a classic of sacked 
song; it takes rank with Cardinal New­ 
man’s ‘‘Lead, Kindly Light,” and Dr 
Dyke’s ‘Holy, Holy, Holy I” The value 
of a life such as Ira D. Sankey’s can 
not be estimated by human methods. 
Only tho Great Judge knows Its full 
measure. 
But 
mankind 
everywhere 
Will concede that Mr. Sankey’s influ 
enc# was all for good. 
Simple religion, 
not bound by creed nor formalism, was 
what he tried to inspire with his music 
and his conduct. 
If emotionalism was 
tho basis of what 
he 
attempted to 
quicken in human breasts, he Is hardly 
to be criticised for that. 
He could 
have rightly retorted that Intellectual 
ism was the basis of his critics’ teach­ 
ings and there would have been no hon­ 
ors on either side. But Mr. Sankey was 
no bigot; he did not quarrel with sects. 
He only went about trying to do good 
with the talents his King had bestowed 
upon him, and for doing Just that ho 
was honored by men of all creeds every 
where. 
His is “a sweet voice that bas 
been stilled, a gentle light gone out.”

cliques. 
When the revival of tho Turkish con­ 
stitution of 1876 was announced to the 
amazed world skepticism was univers­ 
al. It was not confined, moreover, to 
western observers. 
The young Turks 
and the other progressive elements in 
the sultan’s 
dominions 
showed that 
they w en in no hurry to disarm and 
assume that the millennium had arrived. 
It is certain, however, that so far the 
march of events in Turkey has been In 
a direction 
that 
Is 
calculated 
to 
strengthen one’s faith In the genuine­ 
ness of the great change. 
In Russia 
the grant of the constitution, so called, 
was followed by massacre and civil 
w ar; in Turkey peace has reigned to 
a remarkable degree. 
Even 
in 
the 
storm centers of Macedonia an armed 
trine has 
tacitly 
been 
proclaimed. 
None of 
the 
militant “bands” have 
tried to take advantage of the situa­ 
tion; the Christians In the province are 
safer than they were before the pro­ 
clamation of the constitution; th© insti­ 
gators of insurrection and rebellion in 
the neighboring principalities have sus­ 
pended their activities. 
And nothing 
Is more significant in this connection 
than the decision of England, Russia, 
Australia and the other powers to re­ 
frain from pressing their 
own 
pro­ 
grams of Macedonian reform for the 
present 
and 
to awalt 
developments. 
This means that the new regime is to 
lie given n fair trial and that tho first 
parliament will bo afforded a projier 
opportunity to deal with the whole situ­ 
ation In European Turkey. The sultan, 
on ills part, has made additional con­ 
cessions. 
A progressive ministry has 
been organized; a program has been 
put forth which promises to amend all 
laws and regulations that are not con­ 
sonant with Hie primary principles of 
the constitution. 
In Russia the groat 
difficulty is that Hie constitution is one 
thing and tile laws administered by lo­ 
cal satraps and even by ministers are 
quite another thing. 
Is tile cause of 
reform actually 
stronger 
in 
Turkey 
than it is in Russia? Without jumping 
at conclusions, It must be admitted that 
all the early Indications in the former 
country are distinctly favorable.

WIVES OF LEADING ENGLISH NOVELISTS. 


LADIES WHOSE HUSBANDS HAVE BECOME FAMOUS IN LITERATURE. 
Aa a rule, the wife of a man who has achieved greatness in any walk of 
life bas had much to do with his winning success. 
Perhaps tills is especially 
true with modern novelists. 
In the engraving above we present, from tho 
Sphere, u London Illustrated publication, pictures of the wives of six writers 
whose names are familiar in every reading household in Great Britain and 
America. 
In the order in which they appear they are: 
Upper row: Mrs. 
Thomas Hardy, whose husband wrote “Far from the Madding Crow d;” Mrs. 
Anthony Hope, whose husband made himself famous with “The Prisoner of 
Ze.*la;” Mrs. Hall Caine, wife of Hie author of “The Bondman,” ‘T h e 
Deemster” and ‘T h e Manxman.” 
Lower row: 
Lady Conan Doyle, wife of 
tin* author of "The Adventures of Sherlock Holm es;’' Mrs. Max Pemberton, 
whose husband wrote ‘T he Iron P ira te ;” Lady Parker, wife of the author of 
‘T he Seats of the Mighty.” 
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Psoriasis. 
This is one of the most common skin 
diseases, 
affecting all classes of hu­ 
manity, rich and poor, clean and dirty, 
children and adults, male and female, 
with provoking linjiartiality. 
Tile very 
young and the old are, however, usual­ 
ly exempt, the age limits of the suf­ 
ferers being generally from ten to forty 
years. 
Men and boys are perhaps a t­ 
tacked more frequently than are girls 
and women, but there is no striking dif­ 
ference. 
The discase appears often to be her­ 
editary, but it is not contagious. 
It 
is usually worse in winter than In 
summer; but this Is the case with many 
skin troubles, and a warm climate is 
uo bar to Its occurrence. 
It bears no 
relation to the general health, npi>ar- 
ently,—indeed, the robust and vigor­ 
ous seem at tlm«‘S to be more disposed 
to it,—except th a t it is common in those 
of a gouty tendency. 
It Is a scaly disease, the eruption oc­ 
curring In patches of variable size, and 
consisting of reddish, rather hard, low 
elevations, 
surmounted 
by 
grayish- 
white scales 
It appears at first as a 
little pimple, m l In color and w ith a 
silvery scale on the top, and this grad­ 
ually enlarges until It forms a patch 
from the size of a finger nail to that 
of Hie palm of the hand. 
The scales are sometimes loose on 
the surface; but generally they adhere 
Closely to the dull red base, and It re­ 
quires some effort to detach them. 
On 
some parts of the body they are heaped 
up in quite thick cruets. 
They are 
usually dry, lait, when thickly aggre­ 
gated, and in summer when the sufferer 
imrspires a great deal, they may ta 
soggy. 
They are usually of a silvery 
or graplsh-w bite color, but In those1 who 
are 
careless 
in 
regard to personal 
cleanliness they may become brownish. 
Iii those who wash frequently with 
soap and water, the scales may Lh* al­ 
most entirely removed, 
leaving only 
dufl red patches. 
But they soon form 
again If 
the 
scrubbing 
process 
is 
omitted for a few days. 
Healing starts 
at the center of the Hatch, so that 
sometimes the eruption is in the form 
of rings enclosing an area of healthy 
akin. 
The eruption oc^aira most frequently 
on the outer parts of the knees and 
elbows. 
It is common on the scalp, 
and sometimes, 
although rarely, 
In­ 
volve 
the 
face. 
There 
are 
often 
patches on the hack. 
The disease usually yields to treat 
nient, but is likely to recur. 
T reat­ 
ment must be l>oth internal and ex 
ternal. 
Diet should be regulated, ami 
tea and coffee or highly seasoned foods 
prohibited. 
The 
patches 
must 
be 
bathed with water containing borax 
or bicarbonate of soda, to loosen the 
scales and give local remedies a chance 
to act properly. 
The drugs employed In the treatment 
are such as may be injurious lf used 
carelessly or In too large doses, and 
should be employed only Iii accordance 
with the physician's prescription. 


H a y 
Fe* or. 
This Is a nervous affection which re 
curs annually at about the same time 
of the year and lasts several weeks. 
It Is characterized by a profuse flow 
of secretion from the nose, as well as 
of tears from the eyes, with frequent 


sneezing, general malaise, irritability, 
insomnia, increased perspiration and la 
many cases asthma. 
The eyes flinch a 
bright light, headache occurs daily, ap­ 
petite 
Is 
lessened and occasionally 
there Is fever. 
In some patients tim 
attack appears in June and lasts about 
two weeks. 
This Is termed rose cold. 
Many suffer first in July, during hay­ 
ing, but probably the greater number 
begin to suffer In August arid are re­ 
lieved only on the approach of frost In 
October. 
A sojourn in the mountains 
at an altitude of 10,000 feet usually 
cures. 
Arsenic, Iodides, bromides and 
acetanilid benefit some. 
Nasal sprays 
and internal administration of extract 
of suprarenal gland are serviceable In 
many cast's, relieving the nasal stenosis.

several points,

receiver to any position desired.

An alloy that gives off showers 
of 
sparks when struck with metal—ignit­ 
ing not only gas, but alcohol 
soaked 
wicks—was a recent accidental discov­ 
ery of Auer von Welsbach. 
It consists 
of iron with cerium, lanthanhim 
or 
other of the rare earths used for Incan­ 
descent gas mantels, aud the sparking 
Is found to roach a maximum with the 
percentage of iron at 30. 
A use for ig­ 
niting explosives is suggested. 
Acting on the instructions of 
th# 
Russian w ar minister, a number of en­ 
gineers and other experts are engaged 
near the town of Zlatoust In construct­ 
ing the necessary buildings and placing 
apparatus for a wireless telegraph sys­ 
tem between .St. Petersburg and Vladi­ 
vostok. Communication will take place 
through Kassatooy, which Is the high* 
est summit of the Ural Mountains, near 
Zlatoust, where the state iron and steel 
works are situated. The engineers rec­ 
ommend the erection of a high tower 
for the transfer of messages. The only 
serious difficulty hitherto encountered 
Is that of obtaining sufficient electric 
power, seeing that the number of ma­ 
chines is Inadequate. 
As we look up through the transpar­ 
ent atmosphere on a clear night and see 
the moon beaming brilliantly down up­ 
on us, we may think, “W hat a wonder­ 
ful sight the continents nnd oceans of 
the earth would present if we could 
view them from th** moon!” 
But ac­ 
cording to the conclusions of C. G. Ab­ 
bot, the director of the Astrophysical 
Observatory of the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution, a man on the moon would catch 
but fleeting glimpses of the outlines of 
our continents. 
“The true 
radiating 
surface of the earth, as a planet,” says 
Mr. Abbot, “is chiefly the water vapor 
at nu elevation of 4.000 meters (13,000 
feet), or more, above the sea-level.*’ In 
consequence, the man in 
the 
moon 
would see the features of the earth 
dimly outlined In the glare of light re­ 
flected from the atmosphere. 
Mr. W\ F. Denning, the English as­ 
tronomer, who is particularly 
known 
for his studies of meteors, points out 
that the meteoric 
shower 
radiating 
from the constellation Aquarius during 
the first week in May seems to be com­ 
posed of particles following the path 
of Hailey’s comet. 
If this Is a fact, he 
thinks these meteors should 
become 
more numerous as the comet approach­ 
es perihelion, probably in May, 
1910. 
The Leonid nnd Androm eda meteors, 
both of which follow the paths of (Mill­ 
ets, congregate more thickly near their 
perihelia. 
Mr. Denning also remark# 
that since the Aquarid meteors are vis­ 
ible nearly every year, they must, like 
the Perselds, form a complete ell Ipso 
about the sun. If, then, they really fol­ 
low the path of Hailey’s comet, 
they 
present the spectacle of an elliptical 
ring of meteors extending from tile cen­ 
ter of the solar system to a point be­ 
yond the orbit of Neptune. 
A prominent scientist describes th# 
electric fish of the Nile, of which til© 
Egyptians made pictures thousands of 
years ago, and which still inhabits the 
waters of that river, as being provided 
with an electrical organ that incloses 
the whole body. 
It is situated in the 
skin, and when vlew’ed with a micro­ 
scope Is seen to be composed of about 
2,000,000 beautifully formed little disks, 
superposed upon connected 
rows 
of 
minute compartments In which are the 
terminals of nerves. The shock is pro­ 
duced by an intense current that tra­ 
verses the entire organ from the head 
to tile tail of the fish, returning through 
the surroundings. 
It stuns small fish 
In the neighborhood. 
The 
authority 
quoted likens its action to that of a 
self-loading and self-discharging gun. 
The electromotive force of the organ in 
a fish only 8 inches long can, he as­ 
serts, attain the surprising maximum of 
200 volts. 
A single giant nerve-cell a t 
the head of the spinal column Is tho 
source of the impulses that discharge 
the organ.

So far n o method of prin tin g photo­ 
graphs In colors has been discov ered, 
but It Is predicted that this will shortly 
be don e. 
Mean while the flashlight pho­ 
tograph taken by Prof. Kay in er at Ef­ 


fin gham appears to t» e about the latest 
dev elopmen t in the progress of photog­ 
raphy . 
The picture itself shows some 
n in e colors, with the v arious shades 
an d tin ts absolutely true to n ature. The 
subject of the photograph, a 
y oun g 
woman , is seated in an oak chair, an d 
ev en the delicate grain of the oak Is 
faithfully reproduced. The y oun g wom­ 
an wore a red dress, with red glov es, 
an d a y ellow straw hat. with v arious 
kin ds of flowers, an d the result was as 
perfect as though it had been don e by 
a pain ter. 
Prof. Ra.v mer is of the opin ion that 
it will be some time before the process 
will be so perfected as to permit of 
prin tin g the photographs. 
He states 
that the prin cipal difficulty In takin g 
flashlike color pictures Is 
the 
large 
amoun t of 
flashlight 
powder 
which 
must be used. 
The presen t pictures 
themselv es can n ev er be tran sferred to 
paper, although this problem is 
n ow 
agitatin g the en tire photographic pro­ 
fession .

These ballads are also kn own by the 
n ame of “Giv e me y our kin d applause 
son gs,” a title which is also applied to 
ditties whose duty it Is to draw atten ­ 
tion to some misdeed on the part of the 
imperial gov ern men t. 
Artists, too, alway s allude to the last 
son g they sin g as 
their third son g, 
though in man y cases it may be their 
secon d or their fourth. 
“Breathers” are so called because the 
un fortun ate artist who sin gs them has 
n o chan ce to breathe un less, perhaps, 
he surreptitiously drops a stray n oto 
here an d there an d thus draws a few 
molecules of air in to his lun gs. 
These 
son gs—of which “The Irish Christen ­ 
in g” is an ex ample— alway s hav e at 
least fiv e lon g v ersos, which are ruu 
on « in to the other an d sun g without a 
break of an y kin d. 
A ty pe of son g which is design ed 
with the ex press purpose of deceiv in g 
the audien ce is the “cod ballad." With

At the presen t momen t the music hall 
world is searchin g high an d low for 
con certed n umbers, which form 9 per 
cen t of the seaside. 
These are merely 
solos, rewritten to form trios, quartets 
or Quintets for Pierrots an d outdoor 
theatrical troupes, while “ex tra bust 
n ess’ is added to suit requiremen ts. 
Motto son gs, which are in creasin g in 
popularity ev ery day , will also, it Is ex ­ 
pected, help to pass the hours for the 
loun gers on "those y ellow san ds.” These 
ditties alway s poin t an ex cellen t moral. 
The “production n um ber” is a term 
which 
n eeds 
some

Thomas Wright foun d the n ame in ev ­ 
ery on e of the An glo-Sax on v ocabula­ 
ries which he edited. 
So common were 
they an d so highly esteemed that the 
time for gatherin g them became a rec­ 
ogn ized 
festiv al—“cherry 
fair” 
or 
“feast.” 
An d this grew in to a pro­ 
v erbial ex pression for 
fleetin g 
Joy s. 
Gower say s the friars taught that “life 
is but a chery efay re,” an d Hope “en - 
dureth but a throwe, right as it were a 
chery efeste.” 
There is more than on e 
record of the purchase of trees for the 
kin g’s garden at Westmin ster cen turies 
before Hen ry VIII. was born . 
But 
Plin y con tradicted the fable, as If in 
prophetic mood. 
After tellin g that Lu- 
cullus first brought cherries to Rome 
(from Pon t us, in (ISO A. U. G.), he adds 
that In the course of 120 y ears they 
hav e spread widely , “ev en passin g ov er 
sea to Britain .”

Ottawa, Out., Oct. 27—Elections for 
the federal house of commons were 
held Monday throughout Canada. 
Of 
the 221 constituencies in the Domin­ 
ion, 
only tw'o, 
Rouville, 
Que., 
and 
South York, Ont., returned members 
by acclamation. 
In all the others, 
with the exception of five which hold 
their elections later, there were con­ 
tests. 
The returns show that Sir Wil­ 
fred Lauder, the present premier, who 
in the last house had a majority of 
sixty-six. will b<* returned to power 
for another five years with a safe, al­ 
though slightly reduced, majority. 
French Canadian Quebec remained 
loyal to the premier, electing a mem­ 
bership almost solidly Liberal. 
On­ 
tario, where the Conservatives expect 
ed to make their heaviest gains, and 
where the campaign against alleged 
government extravagance and favor­ 
itism waged the hottest, did not come 
up to the oppositions expectations. 
Th»' returns indicate an almost evenly 
divided membership compared with 39 
Liberals and 47 Conservatives in the 
last house. 
The opposition gained 
slightly in Manitoba, but the Liberals 
carried the remainder of the west with 
few exceptions. 
Nova Scotia 
which 
at the last general elections in 1904 
returned a solid Liberal phalanx, gives 
the Conservative party several seats. 
R. L. Borden, leader of the Conserv­ 
atives, wras elected by a substantial 
majority in Halifax, which rejected 
him four >ears ago. 
All the ministers 
have been re-elected with the excep­ 
tion of William Templeman of Victo­ 
ria, B. C., who lost by five votes.
